Early County History.

"In November, 1798, the Ken- 
tucky Letfisiature i)assed an act 
requiring every white male over 
sixteen to kill a certain nnmber of 
crows and squirrela each year. 

Ill 1812, a law was passed allow- 
ing a compensation of $1 for kill- 
ing wolves under six months old, 
and $1.50 for those over six 
months old. When the head was 
shown the age must have been as- 
certained by an examination of 
the teeth. ' ~ 

In 1825 Henrv dlay was burned 
in eOxfiy in several places for vot- 
ing for John Quincy Adamt for 
President, instead of lor Andrew 
Jackson. 

In Mav, 1833, Benjamin K 
Prichard, of Montgomery county, 
left bis home in search of a physi- 
cian who could relieve him of su- 
perabundant flesh.

each day he was the personifica- 
tion of impersonality— an autocrat, 
but with exacting ies|)oi)sil)ilities.

Mr. Robinson's experience cost, 
he says, about $3,000, and he is 
back in old \'irginia to make l)a< k 
what he lost to the land sharks oi 
tiie glorious state of Washington. 

This exnerience is a true one and 
should give nn impetus to the 
"Hack Home" movement now 
working in the South. Those who 
left their home in the Southern 
state should come back to see how 
the country has improved and how 
easy it is to make a living on the 
farms that were once red clay, 
worn out washed lulls.
